St. Louis, Jan. 28.—The influenza 
epidemic continued to spread here 
today. Four hundred and 
tw’enty- 
nine new cases were reported, com­ 
pared with 392 cases yesterday. 
The death toll was 8, twro fewer 
than yesterday. 
Thirty pneumonia 
deaths were reported for the past 
24 hours, two more than the preced­ 
ing day. 
Mild at Kansas City. 
Kansas 
City, Jan. 28.—A slight 
increase in the number of new cas­ 
es of influenza and pneumonia re­ 
ported yesterday wTas announced by 
the hoard of health today. 
New' 
cases 
num be'ed 
204 of influenza 
and of pneumonia 35. 
The effects 
of influenza are proving mild in 
Kansas City, said Dr. E. A. Pol­ 
lock, health director, today. 
Four influenza deaths and seven 
from pneumonia wrere reported yes­ 
terday to the bureau of vital statis­ 
tics. 
Death Toll Increased. 
Chicago, Jan. 28.—Health depart­ 
ment reports for the last twenty- 
four hours showed a total of 186 
deaths from pneumonia and influen­ 
za, an increase of thirteen over the 
same period 
yesterday. 
Deaths 
from influenza numbered 87. There 
were 1,512 new' cases of influenza 
reported and 407 of pneumonia. 


NORRIS HOHE*BURNED 
- WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON

Kansas City, Jan. 28.—While Phil­ 
ip Bruno, a Sicilian, stood near the 
door of a grocery store here today 
a shotgun was fired through the 
front window’ of the store and Bru­ 
no fell dead, according to the po­ 
lice. 
Bruno had just entered the 
store, operated by his brother. 
Joseph Turner, a police officer, 
heard the shot and saw two men 
run north on the street. 
He fired 
twice at them, he reported, but 
they escaped, one of them dropping 
the barrel of the shotgun as he ran. 
The shooting occurred in w'hat is 
known as the “Little Italy” of Kan­ 
sas City. 
Police authorities said 
it was the first killing that has oc­ 
curred in this district since the 
round up of the alleged “terrorists” 
last fall. 


EXPLORER RETURNING 
FROM ARCTIC REGION 


Los Angeles, Cal., 
Jan.

Joseph F. Bernard, explorer and 
former resident of Los Angeles, is 
returning from the North Ameri­ 
can Channel, according to

just received here, after an un­ 
successful effort for three years to 
force his wray from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic Ocean, north of the 
American continent. 
Bernard has twice defied the ice 
fields in a ten-ton schooner, the 
Teddy Bear, accompanied by only 
one man. 
On his first trip in 1908 
he went to the Siberian coast and 
w'as absent for nearly five 
years. 
His assistant died on this voyage 
and the explorer sailed his boat to 
the ice fields alone. 
In 1916 he again sailed north in 
the Teddy Bear this time in hope 
of drifting from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. 
Recently David H. Hur­ 
ley, a friend of Bernard here re­ 
ceived word that the Teddy Bear 
had been cited by natives near 
Banksland and that Bernard was 
once again headed south apparent­ 
ly unable to negotiate the passage 
between the tw'o oceans.

Often chased by Indians or “snip­ 
ed” by outlaws, the pony express 
riders were exposed lo death at all 
times, and they braved rain and 
snow storm, as part of an every­ 
day duty.

Mrs. Richards, about 30 years old, 
was connected with a Waukesha, 
Wis., company manufacturing table 
delicacies.
